P.W. Release Terms 


No rth Vietnam tried to use the appeal o f two American 
wo men, who so ug ht news abo ut their war priso ner hus­ 
bands. fo r pro pag anda purpo ses. Sue Shuman and Martha 
Do ss o f Virg inia Beach. Va.. were ho ld that Hano i wo uld 
no t release their war priso ner husbands unless they dem­ 
o nstrated ag ainst the war. Of co urse, the ladies refused. 


Mrs. Shuman and Mrs. Do ss wanted to o btain the re 
lease o f all the sick and wo unded priso ners and spent 75 
minutes pleading their case befo re two members o f the 
No rth Vietnamese peace deleg atio n in Paris. They were 
to ld they wo uld hav e to wait until all the American 
tro o ps are o ut o f Vietnam and the war is o v er, but that 
if they wanted to speed their husbands’ release, they 
sho uld demo nstrate ag ainst the war. 


The No rth Vietnamese said that no priso ners wo uld be 
released until after the war ends. 
Sick and wo unded 
priso ners are released o nly thro ug h a neg o tiated pris­ 
o ner ex chang e, in which priso ners o f bo th camps are 
traded, presumably so that there wo uld be no adv antag e 
to either side. This pro cedure is also true o f priso ners in 
g o o d health. No rmally , they are traded as a part o f the 
war settlement. 


But to ask two so rro wing wo men, co me to inquire 
abo ut the health o f their husbands, to demo nstrate 
ag ainst the war in o rder to secure their release, is 
do wnrig ht blackmail. 
Mrs. Shuman and Mrs. Do ss no 
do ubt were tempted. 
But they knew their husbands 
wo uld no t want their release o n such terms. Much as 
they wanted to see their husbands, they co uld no t ag ree 
to betray the cause fo r which they had fo ug ht. The price 
was to o g reat. 


The ex perience sho uld warn o ther wiv es and parents, 
sick with do ubt abo ut their so ns and husbands who are 
priso ners o f war, no t to ex pect mercy , but insult, fro m 
the enemy . 
No rth Vietnam’s reply also sho wed dem­ 
o nstrato rs all to o clearly w ho m they are helping . 


No Way to Fig ht Inflatio n 


While the natio n is bearing the burden o f the hig h 
interest, tig ht mo ney and creeping unemplo y ment is 
checking inflatio n, the Ho use o f Representativ es has 
cho sen this time to v o te a $4.3 billio n pay raise fo r two 
millio n federal emplo y es, including a 5.4 per cent in­ 
crease to 700,000 po stal wo rkers who g o t a 4.1 per cent 
raise in July . 


President Nix o n’s threat o f a v eto did no t deter Rep. 
Mo rris K. Udall. Arizo na Demo crat, a ranking member 
o f the Po st Office and Civ il Serv ice Co mmittee, fro m 
pushing the measure. Po stal emplo y es are already lo b­ 
by ing fo r v o tes to o v erride a v eto . 


No t o nly wo uld the $4.3 billio n raise serio usly undercut 
the natio n’s fig ht o n inflatio n, but the President warned 
it wo uld require eliminatio n o f nearly all Saturday mail 
deliv ery and po st o ffice serv ices, and be in effect a m an­ 
date to reduce abruptly the number o f federal emplo y es. 


There is a po ssible adv antag e in passing the po stal 
pay increase. It co uld make po stal serv ice so bad that 
the public will be up in arms and fo rce Co ng ress to v o te 
the replacement o f the po litically -rife Po st Office Depart­ 
ment by the g o v ernment co rpo ratio n pro po sed by two 
Presidents and their po stmasters g eneral. 
If the po st 
o ffice is put o n a business basis, pay increases will be a 
m atter o f co llectiv e barg aining within the framewo rk 
o f a co rpo ratio n, no t subject to po litical whims. 


Dip, o r Recessio n? 


Secretary o f the Treasury Dav id M. Kennedy sees a 
mo derate business do wnturn in the first half o f 1970, he 
to ld the Business Co uncil o f heads o f mo re than 100 o f 
the co untry ’s big g est co rpo ratio ns. 
His v iew was co r­ 
ro bo rated by the co uncil’s o wn adv iso ry panel o f 20 busi­ 
ness eco no mists. 
They predicted a real lev eling o ff, 
perhaps slig htly o n the do wn side, no t much o f a dip. 


Go v ernment and business eco no mists were ag reed 
that anti-inflatio n restraints are beg inning “ to bite” and 
the 9 y ea r business bo o m is being interrupted. 
These v iews were no t unanimo us. 
Elsewhere, Na­ 
thaniel Go ldfing er, directo r o f research fo r o rg anized 
labo r’s AFL-CIO, saw' the dang er o f a recessio n g ro wing 
fro m week to week. He struck the o nly so ur no te in the 
debate. It is o ur judg ment that curbing inflatio n takes 
precedence o v er all eco no mic and so cial matters and 
o nce acco mplished will help co rrect the rest.

“ Abbey Road” , the 19th al­ 
bum by the Beatles is a terrific 
album, full of interesting and 
lovely songs, ducks.

On sev 
eral tracks, like this one, you 
can’t really understand much of 
the lyrics: we know most listen­ 
ers won't care, but we do.
